Histadrut leader urges 
new wage policy

TEL AVIV. — A new departure 
in Histadrut wege policies was ur- 
ged yesterday by the Labour Fede- 
ration’s trade union chief, Uriel Ab- 
rahamowicz. ὃ 

Addressing the Labour Party de- 
bate on Histadrut affairs, Mr. Ab- 
Yrahamowicz held that: the Histad- 
rut sas trapped in a serious crisis 
in wage policies arising from an 
unstable economy, surplus employ- 
ment and growing professional dif- 
ferentials. 


Future wage policies he said, 
should be ‘conducted’ on three co- 
ordinated Jevels. First, a general 
framework of policy should be out- 
lined at a mational Ievel ὁπ such 
matters ag the cost-of-living pay- 
ment -allowance, minimum wages, 
Social welfare policies, national in- 
surance payments ahd taxes. The 
gecond level would. involve nego- 
tiating the collective ‘work agree- 
ment between national trade unions 
and their counterparts in specific 
industries, The third level would be 
bargaining at local levels where 
supplement conditions could be 
added to the overall collective agree- 
ment. . 

Mr. Abrahamowicz .eaid the His- 
tadrut will, during 1974, be obliged 
to reform the wage structure for 
employees in public yservices. He 
opposed altering cxisting centralised 
direction of standard wage scales. 

‘Mr. Abrahamowicz scored critics 


of Histadrut wage policy, claiming

that the wage differences between 
various groups of wage-eamers had 
mot grown, byt rather shrunk dur- 
ing 1970-72. Together with Tel Aviv 
Labour Council Secretary Uri Al- 
pert, he complained of “mutual 
manhandling” by Party leaders over 
the mags media, in a disapproving 
reference to the sharp exchanges 
between Histadrut Secretary-Gen- 
eral Yitzhak Ben-Aharon and Fi- 
mance Minister Pinhas Sapir. 

Agriculture Centre head Yitzhak 
Shapiro, who 1s also on the His- 
tadrut Central Committee, attacked 
Mr. Gen-Aharon’s methods, saylig 
‘I do not belleve in one-man talent 
and rule whether he be charismatic 
or not.” He urged collective leader- 
ship at the top of the Federation.

HAIFA, — The Israeli stowaway 
who jumped off a Liberian ship near 
Gibraltar last week is probably a 
23-year-old Eilat resident believed to 
be mentally unstable, police said 
here yesterday. He has not yet been 
found, 

The captain of the ship, the ms. 
Antilla, which has meanwhile reach- 
ed England, cabled the Coastal Po- 
lice that he believed the man either 
reached shore or was picked up by 
a fishing vessel. He said he was 
sure the man did not drown since 
the weather was fine and the sea 
calm. 


The man apparently jumped over- 
board on the morning of March 29, 
while the crew was at breakfast. 
He was wearing a red life jacket. 

The ship transmitted ‘man over- 
board” signals to all vessels in the 
area and to the Gibraltar and Cadiz 
radio stations. Two Spanish Navy 
helicopters systematically searched 
the area, but did not find the miss- 
ing man.

Bank, and Plerre-Paul Schweltzer. 
Managing Director of the _Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, to try to 
enlist international backing for his 
country’s reconstruction. 


Vatican WW II papers: 
‘Pope’s efforts failed’ 


VATICAN CITY (AP). -—- Pope 
Plus XI made unsuccessful attempts 
to find homes for refugees in World 
War wartime documents released 
on Wednesday by the Vatican reveal. 

The Pope was said to have urged 
Brazilian President Getulio Vargas 
to admit 3,000 refugees. Vargas 
agreed, but on condition that all 
refugees be farmers and Jews who 
converted to Catholiclam before 1985. 
Even then, Brazilian consular of- 
fleers delayed the approvel of the 
visas, the Vatican said, leading to 
capture of 150 refugees by the ad- 
vancing German armies in Holland. 

The documents cited “anti-Semitic 
epinion, notably in Latin America.” 
There waa also opposition in Chile 
and Bolivia to the refugees. Ireland 
denied permits for some on grounds 
that its own doctors were un- 
employed. 

Michael Cardinal Fauthaber wrote 
to the Ponti for all German 
bishops in Merch 1939 saying that 


“the United States remains unwill- 
ing to change its immigration 
quota.” 

“The Church,” the documents 
stated, “found {861 submerged in 
a flood of requests, which became 
more dlffcult to satisfy.” 

On the diplomatic front, the Va- 
tican said it spurned all pleas to 
help the fall of Fascism in Italy 
‘because it would be interference in 
the internal affairs of Italy, which 
the 1929 Lateran Pact between 
Fascist Italy and the Holy See 
tuled out. 

The Vatican said it even refused 
to intervene in May 1943, when the 
United States indicated it would be 
willing to talk peace with Italy if 
Mussolini were deposed. “How can 
you tell MussoHni to step out?" 
Msgr. Domenico Tardini, the Va- 
tican’s foreign minisber, wrote. “The 
allies have blasted him as ἃ cri- 
minal so how can we tell him: “Go 
and get shot by the allies."’ 


INDIA BACKS SOVIET BID 
FOR ASIA SECURITY SETUP

NEW DELHI. — India fully sup- 
ports the Soviet proposal for an 
Asian security system.

The three-week-old shop is 
quite well stocked, with 1,500

Another innovation in the shop 
is its working schedule. Shop 
hours are 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. daily, 
non-stop, 9 to late afternoon on 
Friday, and 5 to 8. p.m.on Satur- 
day. I asked Mr. Finder if he 
thought business could prosper in 
this out-of-the-way location for a 
book shop.

ANNAPOLIS, Maryland (UPI). — 


Deputy Secretary of State Kenneth 
Rush said yesterday the U.S. was

“In light of our expanding ties 
with all other countries im eastern 
Burope, it seems anachronistic that 
Albania should continue to wish to 
function in such isolation,” Mr. Rush 
said in a speech at the annual 


“Albania still speaks of us in 
the contentious rhetoric of an ear- 
Her era. Whether it wishes to re- 
sume relations we do not know. If 
and when it does, it will find us 
prepared to respond,” he said. 

In Washington, administration ‘of- 
ficlals said Mr. Rush's speech was 
the first time any high official had 
publicly mentioned the question of 
relations with Albania. 


In the verbal battle opposition 
papers, founded to promote the cause 
of former Eoka guerrilla leader 
George Grivas and his goal of Enosis, 
heave accused the government of 
legalising para-state forces by setting 
up apxillary police under military 
control to combat terrorist attacks. 

On the other hand left-wing papers 
have conducted an uninhibited cam- 
paign against the Greek Army of- 
ficers who control the 10,000-strong 
Cyprus National Guard, conscripted 
from the Greek Cypriot community. 

The violence of the past few 
months has cast a shadow on the 
continuing talks aimed at reconciling 
the island’s Greek and Turkish com- 
munities after nine years of separa- 
thon.

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US. Senate vote for 


free gold dealing 


WASHINGTON (AP}. — The U-S. 
Senate adopted an amendment on 
Wednesday night that would permit 
U.S. citizens to own gold, a right 
taken from them in the early part 
of Franklin Roosevelt's presidency. 

However, the move, which re- 
portedly will be opposed by the 
Nixon Administration, faces an un- 
certain fate in the house. Oppo- 
nents charge that the demand from 
private buyers in the U.S. could 
eventually drive up the price of 
gold even further. 

The Senate approved the amend- 
ment, which if enacted would take 
effect December 31, by a 68 to 23 
vote. The amendment's sponsor, Se- 


| nator James McClure, an Idaho Fe- 


publican, sald it was only “simple 
Justice for the people of our coun- 
try" to have this right restored. 
Tt was Ufted in 1934. Supporters 
of the legislation said that for the 
most part only Communist dicta- 
torships ban private ownership of 
gold and that if there was ever 
any purpoge to such e ban, it no 
longer exists. 

Opponents of the ineasure say it 
would have an unsettling effect on 
the world monetary situation. Op- 
ponents also said the amendment, 
which was tacked onto the bill 
which formalizes the February 12 
devaluation of the dollar, would be 
considered separately at in-depth 
heanings.

dollar in Hurope yesterday. The 
dolar was weak.

industrial zone at neighbouring Kalkilya, 
just across the former “green line” 
which is also being delayed. The confusion 
and inconsistency are obvious, despite the 
Labour Party’s 1969 commitment to estab- 
Ush both rural and urban settlements in 
the administered areas. Ν᾿ :
